DX NOTES.... 

| don’t know if it was a late Christmas present or what but early in January ARRL took the LoTW server down 
and updated the server hardware to include new solid state drives in an effort to reduce the processing 
backlog which had gotten to as high as 22 days. What a great improvement! Over a period of less than a 
week, the processing delay was reduced to near O and the system is now running at or near real time. Delay 
times are measured in minutes and seconds, not days and hours. We will see just how well that holds as we 
move through the late Winter/early Spring DX contest periods. The system may not hold to the near real time 
processing we see now but hopefully the very long delays are a thing of the past. Thanks to ARRL and the 
LoTW maintenance crew. 


February and March bring the ARRL DX Tests (SSB and CW) as well as the CQ WPX contests. This is a great 
Opportunity to pick up those needed band/countries or even an all time new one or two. 2013 is predicted to 
be the year that cycle 24 will peak and so we should see some interesting conditions on the high bands. Time 
will tell what us just how good things will be for the faithful. If you have been paying attention to the internet 
news sites, there are warnings about how vulnerable our communications and power systems may be to large 
solar flares and the greatest risk period of the cycle is now upon us. 


It is sad indeed to contemplate the problems that have surfaced in Africa recently and the loss of life and 
destruction that has occurred there. We all are saddened by the waste and violence. As DX’ers it also has had 
an impact to our favorite pastime. Algeria, Chad, Mali, Eritrea, Egypt, as well as several other African nations 
are all experiencing increasingly severe internal strife that will likely make it increasingly difficult for anyone 
wishing to operate amateur radio from these rare ones. If you do happen to work a station from one of these 
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disturbed nations, be sure to respect the person on the other end of the mic and avoid any comments of a 
political nature or having geographic/ territorial significance. This is more than just a courtesy, an innocent 
comment could have severe repercussions for the local operator. 


DX NEWS... 


5H — Tanzania — F6AML is active until February 28 from Zanzibar Island as 5H1Z. Look on 40M to 10M SSB and 
CW. QSL to home call. 


5W — Samoa — Ralph, NR6M is active as SWOW until March. QSL to home call. 


5X — Uganda — Look for this DXpedition as 5X8C from 6 — 18 February. They will operate all bands 160M — 
10M, CW, SSB, Digital. QSL to FINGP or OQRS via Club Log. 


9G — Ghana — AI6MS is now active as 9G5MS until May in his spare time from work as a medical professional. 
QSL to home call. 

A3 — Tonga — DJ9KH will be active between February 13 and March 2 from various islands of the group. Call 
will be assigned when he reaches the island. He will operate CW and SSB on 160M to 10M. QSL via home call. 


FR — Reunion Is — F8APV and F8EOI are active under their home calls /FR until mid February. Most activity is 
on 30M CW and 20M SSB. QSL to home calls. 


FT — Crozet, Kerguelen — TU5KG will be on a fishing expedition in the region of these islands and has the 
callsigns FTSWQ and FT5XT in case he does land on either while in the area. Any stay will be short, 1 or 2 days 


so keep your ears peeled for this one. No specific time frame was given. If you get lucky, QSL to FADXW. 


J5 — Guinea-Bissau — HA5AUI is now active as J5/ until March 10 on 40M to 10M, CW and digital. Also, an 
Italian group will be active as JS2HF from February 10 until March 2, all HF bands, SSB only. QSL to I3LDP. 


JD1 — Minami Torishima — JG8NQJ/JD1 is active from the Marcus Island weather station until mid-April. 
Activity is mainly 17M to 10M CW. QSL to home call. 


S7 — Seyechelle Is — CX3AN will be active from Mahe from 4 to 11 February on 80M to 6M SSB and CW. QSL to 
home call. 


ST — Sudan — Look for ST2/ZS6AKB who is now active from the Darfur region of Sudan. He operates 40M, 30M 
and 20M. QSL to home call. 


TO — Guadeloupe — FEGWV and F6HMQ will be active as TO22C from February 17 to March 3. Activity will be 
on all HF bands with emphasis on 160M. QSL to FEHMQ. 


TT — Chad — US3EZ is operating as TT8/US3EZ until mid March. Bands and modes are unknown at this time. 
QSL to home call. 
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ZS8 — Marion Island — The new replacement crew scheduled to be on Marion for one year beginning in April 
will include a ham operator, David, ZS1BCE. He hopes to obtain the call ZS8D for his island stay but that is not 
a certainty. What is certain is that he is an enthusiastic ham and intends to be as active as possible during his 
year-long stay. The one negative is that he plans to only operate SSB. Whatever his call ends up being, QSL to 
ZS1HF. 


Don’t miss the ARRL CW DX Test on February 16 and 17 as well as the CQ 160M Contest on February 22 and 
24. Then tune in for the ARRL SSB DX Test on March 2 and 3. There is always great DX to work in all of 
these events.
